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AN ACT concerni ng educati on.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by changing

Sections 27-9.1 and 27-9.2 as foll ows:

(105 ILCS 5/27-9.1) (fromCh. 122, par. 27-9.1)

Sec. 27-9.1. Sex Educati on.

(a) No pupil shall be required to take or participate in
any class or course in conprehensive sex education if his
parent or guardian submts witten objection thereto, and
refusal to take or participate 1in such course or program
shall not be reason for suspension or expulsion of such
pupil. Each class or course in conprehensive sex education
offered in any of grades 6 through 12 shall i ncl ude
instruction on the prevention, transm ssion and spread of
AIDS. Nothing in this Section prohibits instruction in
sanitation, hygiene or traditional courses in biology.

(b) Al public elenentary, junior high, and senior high
school classes that teach sex education and di scuss sexual
i ntercourse shall enphasize that abstinence is the expected
norm in that abstinence fromsexual intercourse is the only
protection that is 100% effective against unwanted teenage
pregnancy, sexually transmtted di seases, and acquired imune
deficiency syndrone (AIDS) when transmtted sexually.

(c) In this subsection (c):

"Medically accurate" neans verified or supported by

research conducted in conpliance with scientific nethods,

published in peer-review journals, where appropriate, and
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recogni zed as accurate by professional organizations and

agencies with expertise in the relevant field.

Al sex education courses that discuss sexual intercourse

shall satisfy the followng criteria:

(0.5) Factual i nf ormati on presented in course

material and instruction shall be nmedically accurate.

(1) Course material and instruction shall be age
appropri ate.

(2) Course material and instruction shall teach
honor and respect for nonoganous heterosexual nmarriage.

(3) Course material and instruction shall stress
that pupils should abstain from sexual intercourse unti
they are ready for marri age.

(4) Course material and instruction shall include a
di scussion of the possible enptional and psychol ogical
consequences of preadol escent and adol escent sexual
i ntercourse outside of marriage and the consequences of
unwant ed adol escent pregnancy.

(5 Course material and instruction shall stress
that sexually transmtted di seases are serious possible
hazards of sexual intercourse. Pupils shall be provided
with statistics based on the latest nedical information
citing the failure and success rates of condons in
preventing AIDS and other sexually transmtted di seases.

(6) Course material and instruction shall advise
pupils of the laws pertaining to their financial
responsibility to children born in and out of wedl ock.

(7) Course material and instruction shall advise
pupils of the circunstances under which it is unlawful
for males to have sexual relations with femal es under the
age of 18 to whom they are not nmarried pursuant to
Article 12 of the Cimnal Code of 1961, as now or
hereafter anmended.

(8 Course material and instruction shall teach
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pupils to not make unwanted physical and verbal sexual
advances and how to say no to unwanted sexual advances.
Pupils shall be taught that it is wong to take advantage
of or to exploit another person. The nmaterial and
instruction shall al so encourage youth to resist negative
peer pressure.
(d) An opportunity shall be afforded to parents or
guardians to examne the instructional materials to be wused
in such class or course.

Sec. 27-9.2. Famly Life.

(a) If any school district provi des courses of
instruction designed to pronote whol esone and conprehensive
under st andi ng of the enotional, psychol ogi cal, physiol ogical,
hygienic and social responsibility aspects of famly life,
t hen such courses of instruction shall include the teaching
of the alternatives to abortion, appropriate to the various
grade |l evels; and whenever such courses of instruction are
provided in any of grades 6 through 12, then such courses
al so shal | i ncl ude i nstruction on t he preventi on,
transm ssion and spread of AIDS. However, no pupil shall be
required to take or participate in any famly life class or
course on AIDS instruction if his parent or guardian submts
witten objection thereto, and refusal to take or participate
in such course or programshall not be reason for suspension
or expul sion of such pupil.

(b) In this subsection (b):

statistical statenents.

"Medically accurate" neans verified or supported by

research conducted in conpliance wth scientific methods,
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published in peer-review journals, where appropriate, and

recogni zed as accurate by professional organizations and

agencies with expertise in the relevant field.

For all famly |life courses of instruction, factua

information presented in course naterial and i nstruction

shall be nedically accurate.

(c) The State Superintendent of Education shall prepare
and make available to local school districts courses of
instruction designed to satisfy the requirenents of this
Secti on.

The State Superintendent of Education shall develop a
procedure for evaluating and neasuring the effectiveness of
the famly life courses of instruction in each | ocal schoo
district, including the setting of reasonable goals for
reduced sexual activity, sexually transmtted di seases and
premarital pregnancy. The goals shall be set by the beginning
of the 1991-92 school year. The State Superintendent shal
distribute a copy of the procedure to each |ocal school
district. Each local school district nay develop additional
procedures or nmethods for neasuring the effectiveness of the
famly life courses of instruction within the district.
Before the beginning of the 1993-94 school year, the State
Superintendent shall collect and evaluate all relevant data
to determ ne whether the goals are being achieved.

Sec. 2. Definitions. In this Act, the followi ng terns

them except as the context otherw se requires:
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(a) "Conprehensive Heal t h Educati on Progr ant : a
systematic and extensive educational program designed to
provide a variety of |earning experiences based upon

scientific know edge of the human organismas it functions

withinits environnent which wll favorably influence the
know edge, attitudes, values and practices of Illinois school
youth; and which wll aid them in making w se personal

decisions in matters of health.

"Medically accurate" neans verified or supported by

research conducted in conpliance wth scientific methods,

published in peer-review journals, where appropriate, and

recogni zed as accurate by professional organizations and

agencies with expertise in the relevant field.

Sec. 3. Conprehensive Health Education Program

(a) The program established wunder this Act shal
i ncl ude, but not be |imted to, the followng nmgjor
educational areas as a basis for curricula in all elenentary
and secondary schools in this State: human ecol ogy and
health, human growh and devel opnent, t he enot i onal ,
psychol ogi cal , physi ol ogi cal , hygi eni c and soci al
responsibilities of famly life, including sexual abstinence
until marriage, prevention and control of disease, including
instruction in grades 6 through 12 on the prevention,
transm ssion and spread of AIDS, public and environnental
health, consuner health, safety education and di saster
survival, nental health and ill ness, personal health habits,
al cohol, drug use, and abuse including the nedical and | egal

ram fications of alcohol, drug, and tobacco use, abuse during
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pr egnancy, sexual absti nence until marriage, tobacco,
nutrition, and dental health.

(b) For all comprehensive health education prograns

establi shed under this Act, factual infornmation presented in

course material and instruction shall be nedically accurate.

(c) Notwthstanding the above educational areas, the
followi ng areas may al so be included as a basis for curricul a
in all elementary and secondary schools in this State: basic
first aid (including, but not Iimted to, cardiopul nonary
resuscitation and the Heimich maneuver), early prevention
and detection of cancer, heart disease, diabetes, stroke, and
the prevention of <child abuse, neglect, and suicide. The
school board of each public elenentary and secondary schoo
in the State is encouraged to have in its enploy, or onits
volunteer staff, at |east one person who is certified, by the
Anmerican Red Cross or by another qualified certifying agency,
as qualified to admnister first aid and cardiopul nonary
resuscitation. I n addition, each school board is authorized
to allocate appropriate portions of its institute or
i nservice days to conduct training prograns for teachers and
ot her school personnel who have expressed an interest in
becomng qualified to admnister energency first aid or
cardi opul nonary resuscitation. School boards are wurged to
encourage their teachers and other school personnel who coach
school athletic prograns and other extracurricular school
activities to acquire, develop, and maintain the know edge
and skills necessary to properly admnister first aid and
cardi opul nonary resuscitation in accordance wth standards
and requirenents established by the Anerican Red Cross or
anot her qualified certifying agency.

(d) No pupil shall be required to take or participate in
any class or course on AIDS or famly life instruction if his
parent or guardian submts witten objection thereto, and

refusal to take or participate in the course or program shal
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not be reason for suspension or expul sion of the pupil.

(e) Curricula developed under prograns established in
accordance with this Act in the major educational area of
al cohol and drug wuse and abuse shall include classroom
instruction in grades 5 through 12. The instruction, which
shall include matters relating to both the physical and | egal
effects and ramfications of drug and substance abuse, shal
be integrated into existing curricula; and the State Board of
Education shall devel op and nmake available to all elenentary
and secondary schools in this State instructional naterials
and guidelines which will assist the schools in incorporating
the instruction into their existing curricula. In addition,
school districts my offer, as part of existing curricula
during the school day or as part of an after school program
support services and instruction for pupils or pupils whose
parent, parents, or guardians are chem cally dependent.
